In a story yesterday, The 
Times disclosed that a letter 
bearing Weisburg’s name and 
what appeared to be the offi- 
i cial letterhead of Garrison’s 
| office was sent to California 
• artist Fred Newcomb asking 
for Ibe retouching job. 

THORNLEY’S lawyer, Ar- 
nold Levine, said he believed 
j the touch-up was to be used by 
Garrison to support a theory 
that the Tarppan posed as Os- 
wald on |ji?veral occasions 
when Oswald was away from 
New Orleani. 

Weisburg, who has published 
four books on the Kennedy as- 
sassination, including “White- 
wash" and “Oswald in New 
Orleans," told The Times 
from his home In Frederick, 
Md., that_Garrison did not ask 
him to write the letter, or tell 
him to send photos of Thornley 
to the artist to be retouched.
